Please  remember  that  the  the  Town  Clerk  is  an  authorized 
Municipal  Agent  of  the  Division  of  Motor  Vehicles.  Renewal 
decals  may  be  obtained  from  the  Municipal  Agent  for  those 
vehicles  weighing  8,000  pounds  or  less  for  a  minimal  fee  of  SI. 50 
per  vehicle  over  and  above  the  State  registration  fee.  This  means 
residents  no  longer  must  travel  to  the  Tamworth  Substation  to 
obtain  renewal  decals  for  their  vehicles — the  whole  transaction 
can  be  completed  through  the  Town  Clerk's  office.  Also,  under 
the  Municipal  Agent  Program,  residents  may  obtain  5  day  temporary 
plates  for  vehicles  not  purchased  from  a  NH  automobile  dealer. 
The  fee  for  this  service  is  $2.00  for  the  plate,  $1.50  Agent's 
fee.  While  details  were  not  available  from  the  Division  of  Motor 
Vehicles  in  time  for  inclusion  in  the  Town  Report,  the  Municipal 
Agent  will  participate  in  the  new  plate  issue  coming  in  the  .near 
future. 

Also,  please  remember  the  Town  Clerk  is  a  Notary  Public.  During 
regular  Clerk's  office  hours  any  resident  of  Effingham  may  have 
any  document  notarized  free  of  charge. 

Office  hours  are:  Mondays,  10  am  -  1  pm,  Wednesdays  10  am  —  12 
noon,  Thursdays  6:30  pm  -  9:00  pm.  Appointments  may  be  made  in 
cases  of  extreme  emergency  at  the  convenience  of  the  Clerk. 

The  Rabies  Clinic  was  most  successful,  assuring  pet  owners  and 
all  residents  that  more  animals  are  protected  not  only  from 
rabies,  but  other  diseases  which  attack  house  pets.  We  hope  to 
conduct  an  equally,  if  not  more,  successful  Clinic  this  year. 
It  is  the  hope  of  all  officials  involved  in  the  licensing  process 
that  pet  owners  will  assume  their  total  responsibility  with 
regard  to  their  animals — our  goal  is  100%  immunization  and 
licensing,  and  we  can  only  reach  that  goal  with  the  willing 
cooperation  of  all  residents.  An  unimmunized  animal  is  a  threat 
to  everyone!  DOGS  MUST  BE  LICENSED  BY  STATE  LAW  AND  IN  ORDER  TO 
BE  LICENSED  MUST  HAVE  VALID  RABIES  SHOTS!  State  law  allows  no 
except  ions.

REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  FOREST  FIKE   WARDEN  AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 


Between  July  1984  and  June  1985,  we  experienced  more  forest 
fires  throughout  our  state  than  in  any  year  in  the  last  50.  Two 
of  the  leading  causes  of  the  1,605  fires  were  children  and  fires 
kindled  without  written  permission  of  a  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Both 
causes  are  preventable,  but  only  with  your  help.

EFFINGHAM  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

I  am  pleased  to  report  the  success  of  two  indictments  concerning 
last  year's  theft  and  vandalism  of  our  town  ambulance.  Also,  i 
would  like  to  again  thank  townspeople  for  their  confidential 
calls  that  led  to  another  arrest  this  year  involving  drugs. 

Doa  complaints  are  still  a  common  occurrence.  The  law  requires 
all  dogs  be  restrained  and  given  the  necessary  shots  in  order  to 
obtain  a  license.  Most  shots  are  good  for  two  to  three  years. 
However,  rabies  shots  are  mandatory  in  licensing  a  dog.

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VISITING  NURSE  ASSOCIATION 

We  enclose  the  schedule  of  costs  of  providing  home  health 
services  to  Effingham  residents  in  1985  and  the  computation  of 
our  1986  appropriation  request  in  the  amount  of  $850.  We  have 
computed  our  request  based  on  services  provided  between  10/01/84 
and  09/30/85.  In  our  computation  we  continue  to  spread  the 
indirect  care  costs  by  the  ratio  of  visits  made  to  each  town. 

Our  request  represents  a  increase  of  650.00.  Services  to 
Effingham  residents  increased  as  the  following  statistics  show:

Number  of  residents  receiving  care  16  14 

Home  visits  by  Agency  Staff  76  178 
Home  Health  Aide  visits  contracted  through 

Carroll  County  Health  and  Home  Care  0  0 

In  addition  to  these  home  services  we  also  provided  Well  Child 
Clinic  services  to  22  pre— school  children.  Four  school  age 
children  attended  our  immunization  clinic  held  in  co-operation 
with  the  local  school  systems.  One  resident  attended  our  Flu 
Immunization  Clinic. 

While  the  number  of  residents  receiving  services  decreased  this 
year  there  is  a  substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  visits 
made.  The  level  of  care  we  now  provide  has  increased  as  people 
are  being  discharged  from  the  hospitals  earlier.  Several  area 
residents  were  able  to  stay  at  home  through  the  terminal  stage  of 
their  illness  with  the  assistance  of  our  services. 

We  continue  to  bill  insurances  of  all  kinds  for  our  services 
whenever  possible.  For  those  people  whose  care  is  not  covered  by 
insurance  benefits  we  request  that  they  pay  as  much  of  the  charge 
as  possible.  Fifty  percent  of  the  residents  receiving  on— going 
home  care  in  Effingham  were  over  65  years  of  age  and  are  general- 
ly living  on  fixed  incomes.  All  home  health  services  are  pro- 
vided under  direct  orders  from  a  physician;  we  continue  to  pro- 
vide the  services  ordered  without  full  payment  for  those  resi- 
dents who  cannot  afford  the  full  fee. 

If  our  appropriation  request  cannot  be  granted  in  full  on  the 
basis  of  this  information  a  hearing  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
is  respectfully  requested.
